Paoli, Ind., March 10.—Tom Taggart 
never gambled at any of the devices 
in the French Lick casino, nor did he 
know that gambling was carried on 
there till it had been in progress for 
a long time, and then he took steps 
to stop it at once. 
This is the gist of 
Mr. Taggart's testimony in the suit of 
the state to annul the charter of his 
hotel company. 
He testified to a num­ 
ber of things in connection with his 
management of the hotel, but there 
were some things asked him on cross 
examination that he could not remem­ 
ber. 
He denied that lie had played 
at one of the roulette wheels, as tes­ 
tified to by a state witness, and had 
lost $10. 
He was satisfied, he said, 
that this was a case of mistaken 
identity because he had never risked 
a dollar in the casino. 
His testimony 
was a general denial of all that the 
state’s 
witnesses 
had 
stated 
and 
led by skilful q uestions by John W. 
Kern, his attorney, he made a good 
showing for his side of the case. 
His 
cross examination was rigid and there 
were things that he could not recall, 
others that he did not remember in 
detail, but on the whole, the state 
got very little out of him.

Philadelphia. March 10.— At German­ 
town avenue and Logan street. In Ger­ 
mantown, last night, a trolley car was 
dynamited. 
The explosion lifted the 
car off the track and set it down cross- 
ways with a crash that smashed every 
window pane and hurled twenty pas­ 
sengers against the seats and sides of 
the car. 
The concussion broke win­ 
dow glass in dozens of the houses 
along the avenue and produced a pan­ 
icky feeling in the neighborhood that 
lasted for hours. 
It was remarkable 
that none of the people in the car 
were seriously injured. 
Apparently a 
dynamite cartridge with a percussion 
cap had been fixed to a rail. 
A wheel 
of the car rolled over the cap and the 
charge let go, throwing up the front 
end of the car as a horse rears. 
The 
roar of the explosion was heard a mile 
away. 
The motorman 
was thrown 
back 
against the car front so hard that the 
back of his head was bruised and he 
was stunned for some minutes. 
The 
passengers were pitched out of their 
seats to their hands and knees and 
dashed against the car sides or to the 
floor. 
They were thoroughly fright­ 
ened. but much more scared than hurt. 
In a few minutes several thousand 
people were massed around the wreck­ 
ed car.

“ ‘Berkely Lodge, Old Forge. N. Y., 
Aug. 22, 1900. 
“ 'Hon. \V. H. H. Miller, Indianaj)- j 
olis, Ind. 
Mr. Dear Mr. Miller—I have 
received your letter of the 18th with 
the enclosed clipping. 
We take the 
Press here, and I had seen the same 
m atter in substance in other papers. 
It seems a little hard that a man who 
had made as good a record as I on the 
subject of promises, while a candidate 
and while in office, should be subject­ 
ed to the imputation—if one is con­ 
veyed—that 1 had promised a cabinet 
office to Platt. 
I not only promptly 
negatived the suggestion from New 
York that I should make some prom­ 
ise, but while the convention was in 
session I refused to hold out even the 
vaguest hint of a promise to Pennsyl­ 
vania and to the Pacific coast support. 
‘‘ ‘As to Mr. Platt, as I told him 
when he came to see me after the 
election, I never had so much as a 
suspicion that he wanted a cabinet of­ 
fice, nor had I any thought at any 
time of giving him one. 
If Air. Elkins 
communicated to him what I said to 
him it was only that 1 had no such 
prejudice against him as to prevent 
me from giving him his fair influence 
with my administration, if I should be 
elected.

Carried on, Though

Not Cordially Received at Casino. 


Paoli, 
Ind., 
March 
9.—Regarding 
gambling methods and players at the 
casino at Tom Taggart’s big French 
Lick hotel, the state brought out many 
facts, traced the money won each 
night to employes of the hotel, but 
could not show that Taggart had ever 
received personally any part of the 
proceeds of the games. The men who 
operated the many gambling devices 
were not willing witnesses, but the 
state finally drew from them all that 
was essential to show that gambling 
was opealv carried on. The witnesses 
said the casino was not closed from 
1901 till ’he raid was made on it in 
1906. 
The “Yazoo Kid’’ was mentioned by 
Charles Ritter in giving the list of the 
roulette dealers. 
According to Mr. 
Ritter the Yazoo Kid’s real name was 
Dickson. 
Among the others were 
Charley Earl, who operated the Klon­ 
dike machine; Bob Venneman, Wash­ 
burn and Bob Cohee, all roulette deal­ 
ers, and Kaufman, who operated a 
spindle. Charley Ritter w’orked for A1 
Brown and also under Bob Colglazier, 
operating a roulette wheel in the ca­ 
sino. 
A host of witnesses, all resi­ 
dents of French Lick, testified that the 
casino had the reputation of being a 
gambling house. 
No one denied it, 
they said, and any visitor at the resort 
was admitted, regardless of sex or age, 
but residents were not so cordially re­ 
ceived. 
The witnesses also testified 
that the men to whom the casino was 
rented, Al Frown and Ed Ballard, bore 
the reputation of common gamblers. 
Taggart's deposition, taken when it 
was thought he would not be able to 
attend as a witness, was read. He ad­ 
mitted nothing but an interest in the 
property, which he described at con­ 
siderable length. 
So far as gambling 
was concerned, be knew nothing ex­ 
cept from hearsay.
